If you have been arrested on a violator warrant in the District of Columbia and you have not been convicted of a new offense, 
you shall be given a probable cause hearing within five days of your arrest and violator warrant Probable cause hearings are 
normally scheduled on Tuesdays and Fridays at the Central Detendon Facility. The purpose of the probable cause hearing is to 
determine if there is probable cause to believe that you have violated the conditions of your release, and if so. whether to release 
you or hold you for a revocation hearing. If no probable cause is found, you will be released and either reinstated to supervision, 
or discharged from further supervision if your sentence has expired. 

At your probable cause hearing and any subsequent revocation hearing you will be apprised of the information supporting the 
violation charges. You may present documentary evidence and voluntary witnesses on your behalf. If you deny the charge(s) 
against you» you may request the presence of those persons who have given information upon which the charges are based. 
Such adverse witnesses will be made available for questioning unless good cause is found for their non-appearance. 

You may be represented by an attorney or, if you are unable to pay for such representation, an attorney will be appointed for you 
if you fill out and prompdy return a request for representation to the hearing examiner. 

If, after a revocation hearing, you are found to have violated the conditions of your release the Commission may: (1) restore you 
to supervision, and, if appropriate, (a) reprimand you; (b) modify your conditions of supervision; or (c) refer you to a residential 
community treatment center for the remainder of your sentence; or (2) revoke your parole, mandatory release, or supervised 
release in which case the Commission will also decide when to consider you for further release. 

If the Commission revokes your parole, mandatory release, or supervised release you will not receive credit toward service of 
your sentence for time spent on parole/mandatory release/supervised release,

If 
there has been a conviction of an offense committed while under supervision for which a term of imprisonment is authorized 
by law (even if no term of imprisonment is imposed in this case), do not conduct a preliminary interview unless the Parole 
Commission specifically orders thai one be conducted.
